bruised and internal injuries in evidence. 
His death must have been instantaneous. 
As bis bands and body wore stiff it is 
taken as evidence that he must have 
be«n dead a 
number of 
hours. The 


younger Carlson boy, whose 
body ap- 


peared to be. warm when picked up, waf 
injured about the face and head and 
one eye appeared to be. gouged out and' 
there were internal injuries. The John- 
son boy was injured about the head al- 
so and was

opinion of physicians is that the two 
last named boys were 
not

killed, but that their injuries were of 
such a nature that death followed soon 
after.

Phillips Avenue Resident, Who Earned Title of Captain 


in Civil War, Recalls Days When Main 


Street Was a Wilderness—Mrs. 


Nobles Also Early Settler. 


Seventy ycnr* ago, Ueorgo W. Nobles, 


of ItiuS Phfllips avenue, who earned the. 
title of captain in the civil war, landed 
at a little port, on the west shore of j 
Lake .Michigan known as Racine. With 
his parents he settled at the north end o: 
Ives C,rove, ten miles west of the city 
limits, and from then on has watched 
Racine grow us though it were one of 
his children. 


"Racine never in all these years has 


Inid a boom, but has just grown steadily 
and is now coming to the front more 
than evnr.' said Mr. Nobles in chatting 
with a Journal reporter the other rlny. 


-When 1 came here there was no har- 


bor mid Main street was like a wilder- 
ness. 
I BUI getting old, but 
1 still get 


around and love the Belle City as much 
as over," ho continued. 


"When the war for the freedom of the 


slaves broke, out, Mr. Nobles w,us ono of 
the lirst men in Ivacino to respond to 
President Lincoln's call for soldiers. He 


enlisted in the cavalry and went to Mil 


waukee, where the joined company D, 
Second Wisconsin Cavalry, which was 
under the command of (ienernl Wash- 
burn, who was later made a brigadier 
general. 


Promoted to Captain. 


While in camp in the Cream City—be- 


fore the Wisconsin boys in blue were 
sent to the front—Mr. Nobles was pro- 
moted from private, to sergeant, and af- 
ter being in the tnio.k' of the fight for a 
short, time was made lieutenant and lat- 
er captain of the company in which he 
enlisted. 


Cn.pt. Nobles was mustered out at Aus- 


rin, Texas, in 1863, after being in the 
army four years and ona month. 
Many 


arc "the hardships he suffered with his 


comrades during that, space of time, but 
he was never found wanting, in fact his 
promotions to 
lioutciiflnt and captain 


wore brought about through deeds of 
bravery. 


Mr. Nobles was married in 1858 to Misa 


Marie Allen, who came here with her par- 
ents in )S4:i and settled on an SO acre 
farm on the old Mill road. 
The wed- 


ding ceremony wns performed at the 
home of tho bride's parents in Mt. Pleas- 
ant township. Mr. nnd Mrs. Nobles were 
attended by James flre.en, now deoenscd, 
and Miss Mary Allen, n cousin of Mrs. 
Nob!e«. who is now Mrs. J. H. Mo«her, 
and who resides just outside the, city 
limits. 


After tho war Mr. and Mrs. Nobles 


took up their residence at T^ebanon, Mo., 
where Mr. Nobles became part owner 
and editor of a weekly ncwspnper, the 
first published in that county. 


After six years in Missouri Mr. anil 


Mrs. Noblos returned to Wisconsin and 
-took up farming again in Racine county, 
lint 25 venrs ngo they moved into the 
city. 


Bom in New York State. 


Roth Mr. nnd Mr?. Nobles were horn 


in New York state nnd wore friends from 
childhood. 


"I remember when 1 was about ten 


yo-nre old father brought me into the 
citv to see a msn named Bonhnm, a mur- 
derer, hanged, but before he was exe- 
cuted the governor of Wisconnin grunted 
him a reprieve," said the pioneer resi- 
den t. 


"There was no harbor hero when eith- 


er my wife or myself landed, and the

COMMITTEE HOLDS SESSION 


Householders Are Also Included in 
the 


Tentative Bill—These May be Omit- 
ted in the Final Draft—Members of 
Committee 'Will Take Plenty of Time 


Discussing Features. 


If the industrial insurance hill as now 


proposed should be passed by the next 
legi.-latuiv farmers 
and 
householder* 


would be liable for injuries to those cm- 
ployed l>y them. 


This fact waa brought out in the hear- 


ing which the special joint legislative 
committee, held in Milwaukee. Tuesday 
afternoon. 
Unless farmers and 
house- 


holders filed notice of their intention to 
ctimo, under the provisions o! the act, 
the same as manufacturers, they would 
bo shorn of defense except contributory 
negligence in case of suit and if they 
did c.orae in they would be liabk- for 
damages to the same extent us manu- 
facturers. 


This is the first, time this subjc"t has 


been brought out and it in probable that 
in the bill which the committee will sub- 
mit provisions w i l l be made to omit these 
two classes of employers. Otherwise any 
labor except that of a. "casual" kind will 
come cinder the working ul the bfll if it 
should become a law. 


Hearing Again on Monday. 


Thf legislative committee intended to 


complete its hearing at this sitting, but 
Judge Carpenter, chairman of the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers' 
association 


legislative "oiiimittee, informed Senator 
Sanborn, chairman of t.hu joint legislat- 
ive, committee, that the committee had 
not time to investigate the bill as it 
wished and would like a delay for that 
purpose. Senator Sanborn said the com- 
miUee did not wish to hurry matters 
nnd after consultation an adjournment 
was announced until Monday morning 
nt 10 o'clock. 


Much of the time or. Tuesday was 


consumed in a dismission of section 1 
nnd section •! of the fourth 
tentative 


bill. Section 1 provides: 


"In any nclion to recover damages for 


a personal injury Mistainecl within this 
Ji4nte by an employe while engaged in 
/the line of his duty a* such, or for death 


ro.ulting from personal injury so sus- 
tained, in which recovery is sought upon 
th* ground or want of ordinary care of 
tht» employer or of any officer, agent, or 
servant of the employer, it shall not be 
a defense. 


"1. Thai, the employe either express- 


ly or impliedly assumed the risk of the 
tszard complained of. 


"2. That, the injury 
or 
death 
was 


caused in whole or in part by the wane 
of ordinary care of a fellow servant." 


Basis of the Bill. 


Soction 4, which Senator Sanborn said 


wns the key to the whole situation, is 
as follows: 
-Section -t. Liability for the compen- 


sation hereinafter provided for, in lieu 
of any other liability whatsoever, shall, 
without regard 
to 
negligence, 
exist 


against an employer for any personal 
injury accidentally sustained hy his em- 
ploye, and for his death, if the injury 
bhall proximately cause death, in those 
cases where, the following conditions of 
compensation occur: 


"1. Where, at the time of the acci- 


dent, both the employer and employe 
ure subj^t to the provisions of this act 
according to 
the 
succeeding 
sections 


hereof. 
"2. Where, nt the time of the. acci- 


dent, the employe is performing service 
growing out of and incidental to his em- 
ployment, aflii is acting within the line 
of his duty as such. 


••3. Where, the injury is proximately 


caused by accident., either with or with- 
out n-egligence, and is not so caused by 
the willful misconduct of the employe, 


"And where such conditions of com- 


pensation cxi«t for tcny personal injury 
or death, the right to the recovery of 
nuuh compensation pursuant to the pro- 
vUions of this act, and acts amendatory 
thereof, shall be the exclusive remedy 
against the employer for such injury or 
death: in all other cases the liability of 
the employer shall he the same ns if 
this nnd the succeeding sections of this 
act ha*l not been passed, but shall he 
Mibject to the provision* «... the preoed- 
jug sections of this act." 


Labor is Represented, 


There was an animated discussion over 


the provisions of the bill which praeti- 
tally forced the employer to come under 
the'law, as otherwise he 
would 
have 


none of the present defenses if he wns 
sued. As the bill stands, if the employ- 
er does not come in and the employe 
does, the former 1m- two of his defens- 
es wiped away in case of nn accident. 
i)n .the other hand, if the employer gocn 
under the.bill and the employe does not, 
the, employer is left his n-ual defenses. 
Contributory negligence is the only de- 
fense left, the employer if he refuses to 
come under th<> bill. 


' In the difcus.-ion Michael l>vi:i. who 
appeared for the Federation of Labor, 
incidentally brought out the point that 
'farmers would be affected by the bill as 


1 it now stood and said he had heard it 


suggested that this class of employers 
w.otilf! b« excluded from its provisions, 
iir, Levin said he understood the law 


could not be passed unless" this was 
done. 


Then the question came up pf.-.how it 


would affect' household servants. .• After 
some, discussion it was admitted .that 
persona keeping hotels, boarding.-.houaes, 
or rooming houses, or any place "where 
there were' rooms rented in a family, 
would be., under the provisions of. the 
law, though there was a JilTe/rence. of 
opinion whether families where no rooms 
were rented .or people boarded would be 
included or n6t It was intimated these 
HKMtions wqu^d'be looked into carefully 
before the report of the committee was 
drawn. 
' . 


The Rights of Minors. 


Another point brought out by Judge. 


Carpenter was that the provision per- 


illing minors to make contracts under 


the bill revolutionized present conditions. 
This pave the minor a right to his wag- 
es which, under the present law belong 
by right, to his parents. 
Senator San- 


bom said many held a minor1 had no 
constitutional rights and 
disputed 
the 


statement that the hill permitted ihe 
minor to contract away what belonged 
to hi? parents. The conclusion was that 
the parents' rights rested on the com- 
mon law. 


As to whether they would come un- 


der the act or nut Mr, Levin said that 
the unions asked that the employe be 
permitted to make election after injur- 
ies. 
This it was pointed out 
would 


make the burdens hauler to the employ- 
er, who was having many piled on him 
as it stood. 
It was alsu heid that it 


would promote litigation 
rather 
than 


eliminate it, which was in a mea.sure 
pan of the object of the law. Another 
question which was liberally discussed 
was how the employe, was 
to

whether or not the employer was un- 
der the act, 


Ideas of Other States. 


Senator Snnborn said 
that 
at 
the 


meeting of industrial insurance commit- 
tees from various suites held in Chica- 
go it was decided to recommend in oth- 
er states a uniform law which fixed ihc 
minimum payment for injuries 
at 
not 


less than $i nor more than $10 a week 
foi 
1 not to exceed JOU weeks. The sen- 


ator MI id he believed the minimum of 
the Wisconsin law should be $1,500 and 
the maximum fti.OOO. In 
speaking , of 


the plan to permit the employe to elect 
whether he would take under the law 
or not, the senator said it put an extra 
burden on the manufacturer. 


"Who bears the extra burden?" asked 


the senator. "The bulk of the laboring 
men. They will have to take a less com- 
pensation for the benefit of a lew."

was time to adjourn,

journment was J,akcn Or. W. ;•'. Fricke 
of Wausau presented as a substitute for 
sections :io and ^ti of the bill, a plan 
for mutual insurant.

It was in this constellation, too, 


that the new star of 1S92 appeared, 


long centuries before the evidence of 
it reached our far distant little earth. 


The observer should not fail t* no- 


tice how the three very brilliant 
stars, Fomalhaut, Altair and Vega 
now lie almost upon the ground in 
ths West, and how the far more bril- 
liant Sirhis, with the Lesser Dog 
Star Procyon, is just emerging in 
the East. It is only at this exact time 
that all of these five brighj,stars can 
be seen in the evening sky together. 
Each of the two stars last mentioned 
has a very faint companion revolving 
around it, 
which was discovered 


mathematically many decades before 
it was ever seen in z. telescope. The 
observer should also notice how Cyg- 
nus, the Northern Cross, now stands 
in an upright position on the ground, 
making a beautiful figure, more fa- 
vorably situated for observation than 
at any other time of the year. 
THE OCCULTATION OF SATURN. 


A most beautiful and unusual sight 


may be witnessed on the afternoon of 
December 
12. when our 
satellite 


passes between us and the planet 
Saturn. Many readers probably wit- 
nessed this same occurrence several 
years ago. Theytsaw the Moon slow- 
ly drawing nearer the ringed planet, 
blotting out one of Saturn's moons 
after another as it moved very stead- 
ily forward. Finally it began to cover 
the ring, which soon looked exactly 
as if a part of it had been cut away; 
then the ball became hidden, and at 
last the smallest little protuberance 


f the Eastern: edge of the ring re- 
tained, apparently attached to the 


Moon's limb and then this also dis- 
ippeared. 
The emergence of 
the 


ilanet at the Western edge of the 
Moon was no leas interesting. 
Per- 


iaps the most striking feature of the 
whole occultation was the, remajrk- 
.ble contrast in color of tie two 
jodies, the planet appearing of a 
leep green color, when in contact 
.vith the silvery white limb of our 
atellite. 


Very unfortunately, the occulta- 
;on of this month will occur before 
he Sun has set to observers in the 
inited States, and it must, therefore, 
e observed in daylight. The posses- 
cr of a small telescope will, however, 
lave no difficulty in witnesaine it- 
ie .should first direct his telescope 
in the faintly shining, nearly full 
moon, which will be found near the 
ground, almost due East, about six 
hours east of the meridian. Looking 
ilong its eastern arc the planet will 
'je seen shining at some little dis- 
tance from the rough edge. The dis- 
appearance will begin at a consider- 
able distance east of the edge, as the 
moon is four days from full. 


As seen from Washington, Saturn 


will disappear at A, Fig. 3, at 3 
hours 2 minutes P. M., Eastern 
standard time, and reappear at B at 
:; hours 56 minutes, the occultation 
lasting 54 minutes. These times differ 
greatly, however, for observers in 
different parts of the country. The 
observer should examine the posi- 
rjons of the planet and moon at least 
half an hour earlier than the first of 
the above times, and estimate how

only way to make it .sulf sustaining is to 
increase the productiveness of the insti- 
tution and 1 for one propose to work 
for that result." 


Mr. Flctt explained that an appropria- 


tion made by the board for paying in- 
surance was "in part used to operate the 
asylum hut year and that was the. rea- 
son no appropriation was asked for this 
year. "Hut," he said, "don't believe that 
it iri self sustaining, for it is not, n< you 
will be "ailed upon for an appropriation 
next year.''
